Auto Revenue For 
County Roads Cut 
Nearly One Half 


Revenue from the registration 
of autmobiles and motor trucks 
in Comanche County to m aintain 
the county roads will be cut near­ 
ly one half next year according 
to estimates placed in the County 
budget which says the am ount 
collected this year was approxi­ 
mately $48,000 as compared to an 
estim ate of $25.000 next year. In 
1941 the am ount collected was 
more than twice the estimated 
am ount for next year, the actual 
collections th at year being $52,728. 
In counties with the population 
the size of Comanche, the County 
is allowed to keep all motor license 
fees for its road and bridge fund. 
W ith the State highway revenue 
cut by a decrease in the gasoline 
taxes collected, the county may 
be hard put tx> finance the roads 
and bridges next year.
